and Alberta coal fields are well supplied 
with fuel, Alberta with its vast coal beds 
and tha immense supplies of wood in the 
foot-hiils, is better supp ied with fuel 
than any part of North America. There 
ig nut the least doubt that the greater 
part of the Territory is underlard with 
coal and outcroppings throuzhout the 
Territvrice will supply the settlers with 
cheap fuel until mining is carried on on 
something ot an extensive scale, Kven 
now wiuing operations on a small scale 
to supply local demands are being carried 
on ei Sheep Creek, Fish Creek {and other 
points, and farmers can get all the coal 
they want for $2 a ton at the mouths of 
the pits.

PROHIBITION in the UNITYD STA TES! 


Prohibition appears to be abont going 
to the wali in the United States. Ac- 
cording to the Victoria Colonist a pro- 
hibition amendment to the constitution 
of the State of Massachusetts was defeat- 
ed by a large majority. The vote stood 
88,606 for prohibition and 158,195 against 
This shows that Massuchusetts is a long 
way from being prepared for prohibition. 
It is evident that the cause of prohibition 
is not making much headway in either 
the United Siates or Canada just now 
In none of the States in which it has 
been established does prohibition 
prohibit, Like the Scott Act in 
Canada, it is violated openly with impun- 
ity In New Hamptonshire, Rhode Is- 
land and Massachussetts have the late 
efforts of the prohibitionists to strength- 
en their position been defeated. The 
prohibition fight has been long and sey 
ere in the United States. It is now forty- 
threa years sinve the first prohibitory 
statute was enacted. ‘The Maine law hae 
been in force thirty-eighty years The 
prohibition question was introduced into 
national politics, It was an clement in 
several presidential elections, but the 
success of the party was not by any 
means encouraging. Constitutional 
amendments in favor of prohibition have 
been introduced into the Legislatures of 
no fewer than seventeen States, but in 
only two besides Viaine have they been 
carried. These are iu Kansas and lowa, 
Opinions differ &s to the success of pro- 
hibition in thes Aia*coming into favor in 
many states, It is saidto work well. 
Its success in Pennsylvania is declared 
to be signal and it has done a great deal 
of good in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
We see that a high license law is likely 
to be introduced into Massachusetts, A 
peculiar feature of the late contest in 
Massachuse tts was that many of the 
small liquor sellers sn Lowell voted for 
the amendment, giving as their reason 
that a prohibitory law could be easily, 
while they could not carry on their bus- 
iness under a@ high license law.

Those who some time ago tried to get 
up an agitation in favor of the abolition 
of the cattle quarantine at the Amesican 
frontier appear to haye abandoned their 
task as hopeless, At any rate they have 
had nothing to say for their hobby for a 
iong time. We hope that this cilence is 
due to the fact that those who opposed 
the quarantias, have become convinced 
ofthe danger of tawpering with the 
quarantine for it ‘8 difficult to believe 
that there are any so short sighted as 
not to have been convinced by this ime 
that the quarantine isa matter of vital 
importance to the best interests of the 
cattle industry’ Proot of the necessity 
of maintaining the quarantine is being 
constantly afforded, as for iustance by 
the present agitation ih !ugland against 
foreign cattle. The last London Ca- 
nadian Gazette thus pointedly referred 
to the importance to the Canadian cattle 
industry of the cattle quarantine :— 
“Canadian breeders and shippers will do 
well to profit by the nyitation which is 
now swaying the Iritish agricultural 
community in regard to the danger of 
the introduction of cattle disease from 
fereign countries, So strong is the 
feeling that no possible risk should be 
incurred, that the introduction . of live 
stock from Germany has been absolutely 
prohibited, while there seems some 
probability that the door will also be 
shut against the Netherlands, even 
though that country declares that it can 
show a clean bili of health, Canadians 
will therefore be wise if they maintain 
with full rigour all the quarantine and 
other precautionary measures which
